meeting old Bro. David Leonard 
waa in the height ot his glory. 
The old-time revival songs that 
he sang in clear tones as it in 
his yonthlnl days ring in my ears 
while penning these lines in the 
waiting room at Marion on my 
way home. Qod bless the faith-

[the meetings. Bro. Irwin, their

I And is full of seal. Then there
